HUGE SEAS 


SEEKING LOST SUBMARINE 


Mine Layer, With 43 Men Aboard, Was Tak- 
ing Part in Mimic Attack When Run 
Down by Dreadnought. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—The British 
submarine L-24, rammed by the 
dreadnought Resolution yesterday, 


is lying 30 fathoms deep about 11 
miles south of Portland Bill, ac- 
cording to the latest reports from 
Weymouth. There is nothing to in- 
dicate that her crew of 43 men 
have not perished. 

A heavy sea was running this 
morning, so that it was impossible 
for givers to descend to investi- 
gate. If the bad weather continuvs 
efforts ‘will be made to drag the 
submarine into shallow water with 
grappling hooks. 

All the men were below when the 
boat left Portland for the maneu- 
vers in which she was to take pari, 
as the weather was too heavy to 
allow them to remain on deck, it 
was said. 

Heavy Fog and Half a Gale. 

The latest report says that the 
L-24 rose immediately ahead of 
the dreadnought during the maneu- 
vers and that the Resolution. which 
was under way, rode the submarine 
down before speed could be les- 
sened. There was a heavy ster and 
half a gale blowing. 

Last night was unusually dark, 
and despite the numerous search- 
lights brought into play. little could 
be done until daylight, but the sal- 


) 


\vage craft kept busy while special] 
boats equipped with hydrophones 
tried vainly to catch any sound 
that might be made by the impris- 
oned men. 

Hope of the crew’s safety has 
not been entirely abandoned, yet 
most experts think it will be mi- 
raculous if the men are rescued. 
The submarine’s commander, 
Lieutenant-Commander Eddis, was 
a man of much experience’ and 
there is confidence that he would 
know what to do in the tragic cir- 
cumstances. 

Despite the huge seas, several 
divers this afternoon volunteered to 
undertake the dangerous task of 
descending and trying to sight the 
L-24. At 30 fathoms the pressure 
is so great that a diver can remain 
under only seven minutes, after 


which he needs about an hour's 
rest. 
The divers made _ several de- 


scegts, but were unable to sight the 
submarine. 

The authorities entertain little 
hope of any of the crew being res- 
cued alive and believe it probable 
they already have succumbed. 
Boats with receiving apparatus are 
at the scene, but no signals have 
been received from the’ sunken 
craft, although she is fitted with 


special apparatus whereby she 
could signal under the water.

of the Uhls Sanitarium from W. E. 
Gibbs, wealthy Reno County re- 
cluse, who was found murdered in 
his home here on the morning of 
Dec. 30, 1923. 

Dr. Uhls wore clothes that re- 
Sembled those of a stranger who 
was seen by a neighbor of Gibbs on 
the day before the murder, accord- 


ing to Sheriff Langford. 

Uhls was arraigned at noon be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Cox, after 
he had been taken to the Kanaas 
State Industrial Reformatory, 
where his photograph and fin,rer 
prints were taken. He entered a 
plea of not guilty and his prelimi- 
nary hearing was set for Jan. 31. 
Bond was fixed at $10,000 and Uh!s 
was returned to the county jail. 

Finger prints of the prisuner 
were compared with those on a pa- 
rer found lying besides Gibbs the 
morning he. was found slain. W. S. 
iriffiths, finger print expert at the 
State Reformatory, said there was 
a striking similarity between the 
two. e 

Dr. Uhts declined to talk to re- 
rorters and his only words were 
those of gratitude to the Sheriff 
when the handcuffs were removed 
from his wrist and he was placed 
in a warm cell. 


Murder of Wealthy Recluse.

He hadn’t a dog’s chance. 


He was caught and hur- 


ried to a lamp-post with a rope ‘round him. 


Believing his last moment was 
at hand, he screamed and cried for 
mercy. The rope, however, was 
tied around his waist instead of 
around his neck, and he was hoist- 


‘ed in the air to the accompanying 


shouts of “Der dollar steight’”’ (the 
dollar rises) and down again, “‘Der 
dollar fallt’’ (the dollar falls), and 
so on, over and over again until 
his persecutors were exhausted and 
allowed him tq@ depart. 

The demonstration was over, the 
agitators were satisfied without re- 
quiring any flow of blood. 

The more I see and know the 
German the more surprised am I 


when I look back upon the war.) 


How did the authorities get this 
nation into the war spirit? How 
did they bluff the world into be- 
lieving the German people to be 
militaristic? 

The German people are three 
things—industfious, peac@ful and 
obedient. It is their innate disci- 
pline and orderliness of soul that 
render them obedient. It is their 
very qualities that are their undo- 
ing. As Gen. Deboutte said to me 
nine months ago: 


“T could not be doing what I am 
doing if these people were not so 
amazingly disciplined.”’ 

What other people would have 
stood what the Germans are now 
standing? 


Germans Ready, 

Willing to Obey. 

How fong could a foreign army 
of occupation install itself in Glas- 
gow, Hull or in Lanca'shire? 

People argue with me that any 
other cougtry would have paid the 
required reparations and got the 
foreign army out. 

Well, the English might or 
_ not pay, but that foreign 
army would soon be out. 

The Germans have paid (a good 
deal).and haven't got that foreign 
army out. 

The truth is, they havgn’t yet 
been told what to do; and the Ger- 


man is ready, waiting to obey. 

He is a completely obedient crea- 
ture when a real recognizable au- 
thority commands. : 

He was told for a generation to 
do military service. He hated it, 
but he obeyed. 


Nobody So Far 
Has Ordered Revolt. 


He was told to go to the war, 
and believing in the merit of the 
thing, he went, even enthusiasti- 
cally. 

He was told to be mown down 
again and again and again before 
Verdun, and he obediently con- 
tinued to be mown down. 

Then came the armistice hnd he 
was told to disarm. He obediently 
gave up his arms, to such a surpris- 
ing degree that today he is power- 
ss before a foreign invasion. 

Then he was told to resist pas- 
sively. He obediently did as or- 
dered. 

One day he was told it was all 
over and passive resistance was ‘Oo 
end. It ended that day. 


For some time every one has ex- 
pected a German revolution, but 
nobody ordered a revolution, and 
so, instead, there were a series of 
semicomic unsuccessful uprisings. 

A German trav®ling on the train 
with me said: ‘‘Why should we go 
against our Government? We know 
that the condition of Germany is 
the fault of France and that our 
Government is doing its best.” 

Why, sometimes wonder, do 
not the hotheads of the town burst 
into the hotels and murder the 
members of the French Commis- 
sion of Control as they sleep in 
their beds. The Irish in Dublin 
did it to the British. In fact, everv 
Frenchman in Germany could be 
erased in a night if the German 
population were given the order. 
But the order has not so far been 
given.

leged ‘values’ now put forward by 
the railroads.” 

Problem Is Fundamental. 

Théadifference between valuation 
on the La*Follette basis and the 
valuation now in effect represents, 
the senator continues, ‘several 


hundred million dollars a year in 


the amount of freight charges that 
must be paid by the American 
people and four or five times that 
much in their cost of living.” 

At the bottom of the whole rail, 
read rate problem is this question 
of valuation. La Follette wants 
the original cost of the railroads 
dug out and reported. Rates should 
be based, he says, on the “‘cost of 
service” and by this he means the 
operating expenses plus actual 
capital cost, which he defines as 
“interest on bonds plus fair divi- 
dends for stock that represents 
monay invested.” 

“T reject the theory,” he says, 
“that public utilities have any 
right to earn profits on inflated 
an4 fictitious values.” 

Tt is not a new issue that la 
Follette raises, but a perennial 


issue of the first fmportance in‘the | 


relation of the pebple to their pub- 
lic utilities. The two opposing 
theories were set out in the ma- 
jority and minority opinions of the 
United States Supreme Court, given 
last May on the appeal of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
from an order of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission of Missouri. 
Supreme Court Ruling. 

The majority held that in fixing 
the value of a public utility for 
roate-making puseposes, the “re- 
placement value” of the property 
must be given weight. Justices 
Rrandeis and Holmes, the two most 
pronounced liberals on the bench, 
disgented. They declared, in effect, 
that the capital prudently invested 
in an enterprise should be taken 
as the rate base; that the public 
should not be called upon to pay 
areturn upon “unearned incre- 
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ment.”” In this minority opinion 
of the eourt the ‘replacement 
value” rule is described as “legally 
and economically unsound.” 

In essence, these are the views 
that La Follette now sets forth, tn 
hie drive to compel a showdown on 
the railroads in the Senate. 


Smith Says Freight 
Rates Should Be Cut 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Sen- 
ator Smith of South Carolina, the 
newly elected Democratic chairman 
of the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, declared in a statement 
today that all interested should co- 
operate to provide relief from the 
burden of excessive freight rates, 
and that this applied with especial 
emphasis ‘‘to the intolerable bur- 


yen imposed under present rates 


on agriculture.” 

“As the result of unusual condli- 
tions,”” Senator Smith said, “I, a 
Democrat, have been elected chair- 
man of the Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce at a time when my 
party is in a minority in the Sen- 
ate. / 

“It is not. possible at this time to 
anticipate what action the commit- 
tee will take touching the impor- 
tant measures which it is expected 
will be brought before it. 

“There is a widespread demand 
for a substantial reduction in 
freight rates. This applies with 
especial emphasis to the intolebabla 
burden imposed under present 
rates on agriculture.

ATTACKS MELLON

/ United States Senator Reed, 
when here yesterday, called the 
Bok peace plan a “rare bit of 
humor,” declared the President’s 
recent message to Congress greatly 
enhanced chances of a Democratic 
victory this year because “it is a 
most reactionary document,” and 
expressed opposition to the Mellon 


tax reduction plan, terming it an 
effort of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to favor “the possessors 
.of very great incomes.” 

‘Tt’s a rare bit of humor,” were 
the Senator's first words when 
asked his opinion of the Bok peace 
plan. ‘The proponents of that 
scheme are trying to edge this na- 
tion into the League of Nations by 
the program proposed in the Bok 
Plan, in face of the overwhelming 
vote against the nation’s participa- 
tion in the league. 

“They now admit the league was 
a mistake, neVertheless they want 
us, under this plan, to just skirt 
around its edges. But their plans 
are likely to embroil us in the af- 
fairs of Europe just as much as 
an unqualified membership in the 
league. Theeproponents of’ the 
plan, by admitting that the provi- 
slons'of article X should not be 
recognized, are admitting that they 
are half converted. 

Prize Idea “Ridiculous.” 

“The whole idea of offering a 
prize for a peace plan of this na- 
ture is ridiculous.* 

“The nation can be bound only 
by passage by the Senate of a bill 
instructing the President to ap- 
point commissioners or members 
in the projects outlined in the Bok 
plan and it is doubtful in my mind 
whether he then would do So. 

“TIT don’t believe such a bill would 
pass in the Senate and I think the 
propaganda for the Bok plan has 
seriously lessened the chances of 
this nation even entering the world 
court.”’ 

The Senator was asked if he be- 
lieved there is foundation for re- 
ports that the President’s con- 
gressional message, together with 
the Mellon’ tax . reduction i 1 
have materially reduced chantes 
for election of a Democraitc Pres- 
ident. a 

“The chances of the Democratic 
party were greatly helped by the 
President’s message,” he answefed. 
“It is a most reactionary document 
and is so’ recognized throughout 
the country.” 

Questioned about widesursed fa- 
vorable editorial comment in news- 
papers regarding the President's 
message, the Senator said: “Tt is 
well known that many of the large 
newspapers of the country are 
dominated by the vested interests. 
Naturally they would he favorable 
to such a reactionary document.” 

Views on Mellon Plan. * 

“The Mellon tax reduction plan.” 
he continued. “is but another ef-* 
fort to favor the nossessors of very 
great incomes. The same plan of 
relievine the great moneved inter- 
ests of their present taration was 
suerested before and was defeated. 

“The present Mellon plan. al- 
though granting some reduction 
to the small salaried man, stil! is 
es&entially a plan favorable to the 
large taxpayers. Tt fs counled with 
the scheme of Mellon to defeat the 
bonus for soldiers. All of the men 
in the class with Mellon, those who 
made large fortunes during -the 
war, now are anxious to defeat the 
bonus plan of helping the boys 
who went over to fight our battles. 
I don’t want to be understood as 
saying that every man opposed to 
the bonus is in the Mellon class. 
but T do say that those in that 
class are against it 

“I believe the Democrats will 
work out a plan for reduction of 
taxes on the man of moderate in- 
come, where the reduction should 
come. I favor a minterial reduc- 
tion on taxes of-the man of small 
income and a plan which will still 
demand that the moneyed men pay 
in proportion as they do now.
